campus adminlstrption. 
.^The'^declsion to recognize the two 
inenfiberi<at>large was made after it 
was explained that the S. E. C rep 
resentativc, Betty Siriciair, and the 
representative of the Radio Worlc- 
shop, Stan Mann, could not agree 
on the two members they were sup- 
posed to chose according to the con 
itltutlon ot the Radio Committee. 
Mann had said that he would not 
support the S.E.C. recommendation 
because he disapproved in princi* 
. pie to the manner in which they 
were made. 

PURPOSE 
Thia meeting 0/ the S.E.C. was 
.held to acquaint students with the 
operation of their executive body. 
-About twenty-five students were 
present to sec this body in action. 
.Earlier in the evening the bud 
get of the McGill Union was ap 
proved. The Council limited McGili 
Union expenses for the current fis- 
cal year to $19,048. The estimated 
revenue is $10,048. 

•Harold Corrigan, in presenting 
the financial report for the year, 
pointed out that the present surplus 
of the Students Society Is now less 
than one month's operating expenses 
based on a nine-month operatinK 
, year. It was therefore suggested 
that all future expenditure be made 
:.on|y^fromjcurrent revenue.

" A committee ♦consisting of Mike 
Elwood and Dave Floyer, the new- 
ly elected Engineering reprcsenta- 
, tlve, was named to consider a 
students health insurance plan. 
This would provide for compensa- 
tion in case of sickhcss, injury or 
death at a cost of $lSO per stu- 
^dcnL The Council asked the com- 
mittee to see how this plan could 
be co-ordinated with the health 
benefits already given by the Uni- 
versity. 

Up to 10 p.m. last night the 
Council had also conducted the 
following business: / 

Heard from John MacKay of the 
Red and White Society about the 
plana to form a first year club 
and approved his suggestions. Mac- 
Kay told the Council his society 
was trying to get a reduced rail- 
fare for students going to the fool- 
ball game in Toronto but that 
buses may have to be supplied for 
' the Qiiecns game. 

Delayed a decision on the New 
Year's dance until next' week so 
that the financial report of the 
Arts and 'Science Undergraduate 
Society could be adequately studied. 
Both Arts and /^Science and the 
Union House Committee went to 
sponsor the event. They have both 
reserved the Westcrnalrcs orchestra 
foil that evening. '

The Social Service Committee, 
sponsored by the Women's Union, 
functions for the purpose 'of pro 
viding McGlll co-eds with an op- 
portunity to volunteer for social 
service in the community. The oris- 
inators o( the group were the first 
women students at McGill, who 
founded the University Settlement 
in this city. 

The scope of the committee's ac 
tiviUes has been enlarged this year 
The main work will be with cMl 
dren, but opportunity for wdrking 
with adults will also be provided. 

Various nursey • schools have 
asked for volunteer helpers for 
their mornlns proRrams. They arc 
situated In the following centres: 
The Griffintown-Club, Ivcrley Set- 
tlement, Neighborhood House, St. 
Columba House, University - Set- 
tlement, Tyndall House, the Mont- 
real Day Nursery and St. Andrew's 
'^'outh Settlement. 

Leaders are also needed to con- 
duct interest projects with. variou.<i 
age groups from six years bid and 
up. 'These projects may be devised 
end carried out by each Individual 
leader according to Where her own 
talents lie. Music, dancing, weavinn. 
dramatics. Guides and Brownies— 
these 'are-bul:'a"few. of the oppor- 
tunities for group,leadcwhlp,.whic,';. 
thé same centres 'offcftvThis work 
Is carried on in the afternoons and 
evenings,. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital has 
found, use for the services of thi.'; 
committee as well. Here members 
help to entertain convalescing chil- 
dren. 

The St. John's Ambulance Soci- 
ety has asked for volunteers this 
year to send out to factories to do 



blood-grouping ' on the. workers. 
Any girl interested will be. taught 
the technique, and will also have 
transportation provided to and 
from the plants. 

Another organization which is 
planning to make use of the com- 
mittee, is the Victorian Order of 
Nurses. They are asking for girl5 
who will visit tho homes of seicctcd 
chronic patients to help them with 
simple, diversified activités. They 
would also like people to prepare 
occasional lunches for invalids who 
arc alone at noon. 

The University Settlement, too. 
needs helpers to serve . lunches to 
children between- lUO^and 12.45. 

Home visiting to 'hclp'^with phy- 
siotherapy exercises with seicctcd 
patients is also on the committee's 
agenda for the year, and making 
dressings for the Cancer Society is 
another project. 

A new phase of the work will' in- 
volve contact with displaced per- 
sons who have recently come to 
Montreal. This is being sponsored 
by the Y.W.C.A. for the purpose of 
helping to orient these people in 
the . Canadian. way/.of .life .so- that 
they may become good citizens of 
this country. 

Any McGill co-cd who would 
like to give some of her spare time 
to hoping out with one or.. more of 
these projects is asked to 'contact 
Monica Hurlbut, who Is chairman 
of the Social Service Committee, or 
sign up on the lists which arc 
posted in the basement of R.V.C. 
Miss Hurlbut is also looking for 
two or throe girls to serve on the 
executive of the committee this 
year and to carry on with its work 
next year.* She may be reached at 
WA.

Civil Rights 
Are Discussed 
By Tim Buck

There Is a growing danger to the 
civil liberties of the people of Can- 
ada, Tim Buck, national leader ot 
the Labour Progressive Party de 
dared in a speech given In the 
Union last night under the auspices 
of the McGill L.P.P. Club. . 

Speaking, on the "Growing Dan- 
ger to Civil Liberty In Canada," 
Mr. Buck pointed to an increasing 
tendency to curtail the rights ot 
minority groups such as the Cana- 
dian L.P.P. members. 

He also cited the cases of Dr. 
George Hunter of the University of 
Alberta, an eminent biochemist 
"who was dismissed after twenty 
years service In a summary man- 
ner and without question because 
he was a Communist", and of Dr. 
Barker Fairley of Toronto and Dr. 
Shortliffc of 'Queens among others 
whom, he said, were deprived of 
their civil liberties, for other rea- 
sons. 

He mentioned a McGill student 
who went , to Europe ^to attend a 
Youth Festival and who, he said, 
was relieved at Uic Canadian Cus- 
toms upon his return of all per- 
sonal notes and books which he 
was bringing back. He also refer- 
red, to a group of 22 youiig Mont- 
real students (several of them from 
McGill) who, returning from a 
week-end _ In the country where 
they attended a school ot Marxism, 
had their notes and books taken 
away from them by the Provincial 
Police. 

He felt that these cases where 
individuals, were deprived of their 
civil rights Indicated a potential 
threat against the civil rights of 
everyone In Canada. 

Mr. Buck said that, theire ji 
basic necessity, for a ftindamental 
change In our thinking' 'and a need 
for the realization that "there are 
two possible roads ahead of us." 
One of these, he said, was the pol 
Icy of friendship with ail ^oples 
of the world, trade -between social- 
ist and capitalist countries, and an 
effort to make the U.N. the centre 
of world politics.

.'Uriion last night by Tim Buck, leader of the La- 
bor Progressive (Communist) Party in Canada. 
. First, Mr. Buck was quite unconvincing. The 
• obvious loop-hole in the cases of infringement of 
civil liberties which he presented was the luck of 
i' complete details on the cases. It was quite ap- 
yl'Parcnt that his listeners noted this lack of dc- 
''Mjtailt. The second point to be noted was the 
^manner in which Mr. Buck seized upon cases in 
' which certain people have been refused perinis- 
lioii to travel across the border. 

Non-communists across Canada have asked 
'for more details. By failing to give full details 
ijiithe United Slates Government has provided the 
(Communist Party with some ammunition. 
^^The Ottawa Citizen commente as follows on 
jUji|5.'p_oint: •

The third point regarding Mr. Buck's speech 
was his admission that in Russia people cannot 
get up and favor ownership of private property 
The thin excuse for this infringement of civil lib- 
erties given by Mr. Buck was that, the govern- 
ment had the backing of the Russian people who 
had proclaimed themselves against, ownership o 
private, property. ' , 

A question asked Mr. Buck and the answer he 
gave may sum up in a neat way the situation in 
a Communist country. 

Question: 'To what extent do people of Rus 
sia have a right to meet and oppose the govern 
ment?" 

Answer: "People who want to criticize the 
government is one thing,j. People ^ho . want to 
oppose the governinent'îs âlîoVHëï^jtiîg^ K.

University of Arizona is now fond 
iy referred to as "Old Main", but' 
it would probably be "one of the 
more modern" buildings at McGill.

Six inch- 
es of snow foil within a four-day 
period:v'And .''lt ; was r the--finth>timc 
in 'ten 'years that it snowed In 
Tucson. 

Since the University of Arizona 
was founded in the latter part of 
the nineteenth century, it must 
have anowed about a dozen times 
there, and pictures of cold white 
snowcnps on luscious orange trees, 
which are displayed at the Univer- 
sity, serve to remind the students 
of the glories of past years. . 

CORNER THE BANKS i 

Haltigan was astonished on find- 
ing "a bank on every corner" in 
Montreal. In Tucson (soft c), with 
a population of 125,000, there are 
only two banks! 

INFANTRY MARCH 

With the infantry of the United 
States Army from 1943-1946. Halti- 
gan saw iSngiand, . France, and 
Luxembourg. His army service 
helped him to understand some of 
the particular problems and needs 
of different countries, and to real- 
ize that the U.S. was not the only 
coimtry. on . the globe in spite of 



the opinion held in certain quart 
ers. "Foreign countries don't hold 
as good an opinion of the U.S. .as 
some Americans seem to think," he 
added. He is tall, twenty-four, and 
married, and after his year at Mc 
Gill he plans to return to the U.S. 
and enter government service. 

se FELLOWS . 

Haltigan and Wartena are only 

two of the fifty-six students \yho 
have been awarded Rotary Foiinda' 
tion Fellowships this year. These 
students (four are women) come 
from twenty different'' countries 
and arc studying in eleven differ- 
ent countries. 

Haltigan and Wartena, who are 
studying at McGill, lauded the 
work done by Rotary International, 
saying that it gave them a chance 
to continue their education, and at 
the same time, to befriend and un- 
derstand Canadians better than if 
they had come here without 
Rotary's guiding, hand.
